For several years the observatory 
Be been studying a region that emm- 
braces about 95 per cent of the galaxy, 
or about one-fifteenth of the sky, fee!- 
ing out into the star clouds with as 
many tools as possible in search of 
the center. Not only has that point.

may be concave instead of flat. He 
estimated that the diameter of the 
galaxy is 200,000 light yearsr , 

Prof. S. A. Mitchell, director of 
Leander McCormick observatory at 
the University of Virginia described 
methods of measuring stellar distances 
and pointed out other advances i 
astronomical knowledge attributable 
to research during the last ten years.

Lord Hewart of Bury, lord chief justice of Eng- 
land, has been rebuked by the general council of 
the bar which held that in an instance complained 
of he unjustly told a jury that counsel for the 
defense had no right to call attention five times 
to the fact that conviction would mean the death 
sentence. The jury acquitted the prisoner. The 
council, which decides points of professional duty, 
rebuked the judge. 

The British judge is generally hard boiled. Fre- 
quently the impression is created that he is there 
to get ‘his man. If the defendant in an American 


getting more than an even break, the defendant in 
an English court can count on getting less than 
one. The old English judge was a cat with a 
mouse. Hg was ironic, peremptory, high handed 
and sometimes savage. He cultivated fear of supe- 
riors and of their laws. The laws were savage 
and the punishments excessive. 

These are not the courts of a democracy. When 
the American federal judiciary was established 
the opposition to them maintained that they were 
calculated to be instruments of aristocratic injus- 
tice in which the plain man would not get his 
rights but in which he would be confronted by a 
federal judge and be manhandled. American 
debtors also were afraid that their foreign cred- 
itors would find a way of ruining them by col- 
lections. 

When the Federalists had passed the alien and 


good many of the fears of the opposition. They 
had already applied English common law in spite 
of great protest. In the trials for seditious utter- 
ance, which generally was only violent political 
criticism, the prisoner did find himself back in

' ‘Phe object of the American democracy was to 
get away from severe laws and severe judicial 
procedure handed down from the top and designed 
to keep the masses in hand by repression and 
punishment. In the beginning of American judi- 
cial practice the federal courts were used to exe- 
cute government purposes end to enforce govern- 


lar political action. . 
The state courts, particularly in other than the 
old colony states, reflect the instinct of a people 
breaking away from English judicial practices, to 
protect the prisoner from the will of persons at 
the top of society and in possession of the powers 
of government. Their philosophy regards the indi- 
vidual who is in wrong with society as a person 
possibly needing protection. , 

Justice seems inflexible in Great Britain, but 
we do not inguire how much equity there has 
been in it. By contrast, justice in the American 
state courts erratic, uncertain and calculated 
for ,escape. Sometimes it transparently is so. 
The American judge cannot hang a’ man or send 
him to prison. He cannot throw his weight in 
that direction in the state courts. In Great Britain 
he can, There is a reflection of the history of the 
two peoples tn that. The British instance to which 
reference was made at the beginning has a sug- 
gestion of the American revolt against government 
courts for government policies. The federal court 
is not divested of that character now.

CHICAGO BOND ISSUES DEFEATED.

In Tuesday's primary in Chicago bond issues for 
public improvements totaling between seventy-five 
and eighty millions of dollars were before the people 
for approval or rejection.

When a sign “Men Wanted” is hung out in 
front of a mercantile or industrial. establishment 
there is usually a rush of applicants. Can the 
church be equally successful in her call for men 
to engage in the urgent and imperative duty of 
lay evangelist? This need i# evident when we 
realize that approximately sixty per cent of Amer- 
ica’s population are not members of any Christian 
body. We are reminded of our Lord’s words, 
“The harvest truly is plenteous but the laborers 
are few; pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest 
that he will send forth laborers into the harvest.” 

The world today needs, and desperately needs, 
an evangel which sha!l hold up spiritual ideals of 
life and enforce superhuman sanctions for con- 
duct. To the modern demand for unlimited self- 
expression of the individual we must boldly oppose 
the Christian ideal of self-sacrifice as the highest 
form of self-expression. The time is ripe for the 


firmative Gospel. The world is not interested in 
what we do not believe, but in what we do believe. 
The world cannot be saved by doubts or negations, 
but only by positive convictions. ' 
God might well say to America today, as to 
Israel of old, “My people. . . . have forsaken 
me, the fountain of living waters; and have hewed 
out for themselves cisterns, broken cisterns, that 
can hold no water.” 

The solution of the situation is lay evangelism. 
Evangelism is and always must be central in the 
life of th@chureh. It is simply telling the good 
news. It is the lesson of history that the ages of 
greatest purity and highest spiritual attainment 
in the church have been the ages when evangel- 
ism was stressed. The Celtic missionaries, the 


reformers, the initial enthusiasm of the Jesuits, 
the Wesleyan revival, and other periods are but 
examples of how renewed spiritual vitality has 
manifested itself in intensive evangelistic effort. 
The army which is purely on the defensive never 
wins a battle, at best it merely avoids defeat. 
Battles dre never tguly won until an army takes 


The Christian should be a transmitter of the 
gospel, not a terminal. The natura] impulse of 
every normal human being is to share his bless 
ings‘and to tell others about privileges that have. 
meant much to him. The Christian who is un- 
willing to share his religion with others is in- 
credibly selfish, But there dre plenty of such 
Christians today. Some one has described them 
as “gouty Christians,” suffering from too much 
food and ..too little exercise. 
vangelism is not a distinctive function or ex- 
clusive task of the clergy. It is just as truly and 
just as fully the responsibility of every lay man 
and woman, As well expect an army to win bat- 
tles when the private soldiers leave it to the offi- 
cers to do all the fighting as to expect the Chris- 
tian army to conquer 4he world for Christ through 
the endeavors of the clergy alone. 
The chief reason for lay evangelism is that it 
is the natural, normal impulse of the Christian 
heart. A. servant whose service consists merely 
in not doing harm will not hold his position long. 
A soldier who will not fight and whose patriotism 
expends itself in being present at dress parade 
Sunday morning will not count in an army. 
Today one of the most serious weaknesses of 
the church is the existence of so much futile 
piety, a religion of negative morality and self- 
centered devotion. Just as regular exercise is an 
essential factor in physical growth and health, so 
Christian service is a necessary element in the 
Christian’s spiritual development. 
~o- 
Why is it that so few laymen are actually doing 
personal work for Christ? Perhaps the first, if 


ual inertia. We do not do it simply because we 
never have done it. Again, there is with many of 
us an artificial and unnatural reticence about reli- 
gion. We unconsciously shun the subject of reli- 
gion; we are if any one in ordinary con- 
versation refers to God, Christ, prayer and heaven 
as an element in his experience. We tend to 
adopt a hushed tone of voice and a special 
“church manner” when we refer to such things. 
A third reason for our failure to make definite 
evangelistic effort is a kind of false modesty 
which we are apt to feel in religious matters. It 
might better be described as a modesty based upon 
a false conception of religion. Ask a man whether 
he is a Mason or a Rotarian, and he will unhesi- 
tatingly give you a definite answer, But ask the 
average churchman whether he is a Christian, 
and he is apt to hedge and hesitate, perhaps quali- 
fying his answer by saying that he tries “ to be a 
Christian.” In other words, we have drifted into 
the bad habit of looking upon Christianity and 
church membership as a profession of goodness, 
instead of a confession of need. 

It is sad but true that one of the chief reasons 
why many of us do not engage in personal evan- 
gelism, in definite effort to bring others into the 
Christian life, is because of a lack of spiritual 
vitality on our part, a lack of reality in our reli- 
gion. It is not so much a positive wrong-doing 
as spiritual shallowness. 

The church is filled with such anemic Chris- 
tians who are barely alive spiritually and lack 
the fullness of life that Christ came to give; peo- 
ple who cannot honostly say that their religion 
means anything to them except perhaps a certain 
Cegree of moral restraint and a moderate—very 
moderate—amount of religious observance. Their 
religion is in cold storage; perhaps it will mean 
something to them in the next world but it has 
no particular value to them here. 


It is obvious that such a person will not find 
it easy\ to bring others into the Christian life, 
“That which I do not have, I cannot give,” said 
Socrates, and as some one else has said, ‘Our 
service for Christ is measured by our experience 
of Christ.” | 

The person who has no ear for music and does 
not himself get’any pleasure from it cannot speak

It is a great ship, modern 
in every detail. Every part of it is 
made of metal, from landing gear to 
wing tip, with the exception of one or 
two that have little to do with the 
structure of the plane, The frame- 
work for the fuselage, the ribs for the 
wings, the frames for the elevators, 
stabilizer, fin; and rudders even the 
“ skin" which covers the whole—all 
‘are made from duralumin The pro- 
pellers are steel, the motor parts are 
made from several different alloys, the 
controls operate by means o: steel wire 
cables.

Before reproducing it get every de- 
tail clearly in mind. Examine the 
drawings, look at the pictures, find 
other pictures of the plane in maga- 
zines and rotogravure sections.

All of which shows, it seems to me, 
that you may eat your pudding first 
if you want to and as all small boys 
wanted to once. An almond soup 
seems to siiit our ordinary eating 
habits a little more, if served cold, be- 
cause it is so much like milk. An old 
recipe for it reads: “ Scald, peel, and 
pound about a quarter of a pound of 
sweet almonds. Boil in fresh milk 
press through a sieve, sweeten to 
taste, cook again until the soup is 
thickened sufficiently, strain, add the 
juice of an orange, chill and serve.” 

Small Pork Pie Crust. ; 

Two cups of pastry flour, one-half 
cup of shortening, about four table 
spoons of ice water, which should be 
enough to bind the crust, and it ig not 
desirable to add more. Work fat into 
flour until the whole is like fine sand. 
Gather this up into a mound, make a 
little well or crater in the top, pour 
in the water, and work from within 
out until every bit of this made sand 
has been taken up, when the mass 
should be stiff enough to knead. If 
the water is added with care no part 
will ever be too wet. That is a great 
disadvantage in making crusts, be- 
cause wetness makes trouble. Take 
two-thirds of the crust thus made—it 
may advantageously be chilled before 
rolling—and roll it out for a lining 
for the dish. Use the other third for 
the top crust. After lining the dish 
fil it with the cooked meat, wet 
the edge of the lining before putting 
on the top crust, and bind the two 
by pressing them: together symmetri- 
cally. The top must have a hole for the 
steam to escape, and sometimes small 
holes, in an ornamental way, are 
made, while one may be large enough 


to pour gravy or liquid through, using | 


a paper funnel. Some of the liquid 
escapes as steam and some is ab- 
sorbed by the crust, so an addition to 
the hot pie may be desirable. 


Meat Pie Rims. 


' ‘When the crust of a meat ple is 
flaky, a layer of rims may be fancied 
to ornament it. The English meat 
pies are baked in molds that ornament 
the sides of the pastry, while leaves 
and forms are used on the top. The 
mold must have a rim, and then strips 
of pastry carried around that with 
the right hand—the strip going be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger — 
while the left hand, with the strip 
held in the same way, guides the outer

Cook or 
stew the pork in water to cover well, 
and with all the vegetables except the 
potatoes. When the meat is within 
twenty minutes of being dofe, put in 
the potatoes and when they are done 
drain out most of the liquid and thick- 
en it with three tablespoons of flour 
to the pint, then put with the rest of 
the ingredients, cooking all together 
for a. few minutes. Finally put this 
in the crust, cover and bake, :

tion of circumstances has become the 
sole minister of the state of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz. | 

By an_irony of fate, this nobleman 
belongs to the Socialist party. 


Up to now Mecklenburg-Strelitz has 
been governed by a cabinet of two 
members, who were responsible to the 
state assembly. At the recent elec- 
tions the Socialists geined the upper 
hand, and presented Dr. von Reibnitz 
as their candidate for the premiership. 
He was one of the first men of noble 
birth to get behind republican Ger- 
many, and once before served as cabi- 
net minister at Neustrelitz. 

Théey-also agreed to support a mem- 
ber of the People’s party as the other 
minister, but after a wrangle of sev- 
eral weeks it developed that this can- 
didate Could not muster sufficient 
votes.
